r p iiK I’KOVKKBIAL nagging wife and 
X criticizing husband can make mar­ 
riage intolerable. 
In my many yeara aa head of the largeat group 
of family-counaeling agenciea in the world, I 
have known countleaa uniona to limp unhappily 
along, and othera to collapse entirely, because of 
incessant fault-finding. 
I.,ogicaIly, then, you might assume that the beat 
way to insure permanent m arital tranquility is 
simply to keep «piiet. 
Nothing could he farther from the truth! Keep­ 
ing a wounded silence when you should speak out 
is just as dangerous as saying the wrong thing at 
the wrong time. 
Remaining quiet when you ought to talk and 
discuss can cause your resentments to turn in­ 
ward and go underground. These hottled-up vex­ 
ations cun fester and grow within you, and sooner 
or later they are going U) emerge in a consider­ 
ably more destructive form. 
For example, a young housewife in Michigan 
grew increasingly irritated at her husband’s slov­ 
enliness hut didn’t voice her distaste. “ I simply 
didn’t know what to do, so 1 did nothing at all,” 
she said. 
Her resentment took the form of long absences 
from home and short-tempered remarks. Bew il­ 
dered and angry, her husband lashed back. Re­ 
cently. a furious quarrel exploded for a trivial 
reason and the couple has now separated. 
On the other hand, talking when you shouldn’t 
can cau.se deep hurt. A California husband said: 
“ The meals around here have sure been bad 
lately.” True, his w ife’s cooktng wasn’t up to par, 
but he should have realized why : two of the chil­ 
dren had caught the flu, the washing machine had 
broken down, and his w ife had been beside herself 
trying to get things done. Quite understandably, 
she was wounded by his words. 


The all-important secret, then, is to know when 
to talk up and when to avoid talking. Here are 
suggestions that can help you make the right de­ 
cisions at the right times. 


Y o m S h o u ld T a lk U p : 


1 . When you are genuinely irritated by per­ 
sonal habits that have been adopted recently. 
Many wives and husbands let themselves slide 
into careless ways as time goes on. They may neg­ 
lect personal appearance, even forget good man­ 
ners. You may rightfully complain about these 
things. In fact, unless you do, they are bound to 
get worse. 
2 . When your mate acts in a way that demeans 
you or places you in a situation you cannot accept. 
A w ife should speak her mind if her husband 
drinks too much at a party and acts outrageously. 
A husband can certainly object if his wdfe behaves 
in an unladylike manner. Both should speak up if 
either partner makes belittling remarks or funny 
“ cracks” at the other’s expense in company. 
3 . When the health or welfare of the fam ily or 
children is at stake. 
An Indiana w ife was in the habit of drop­ 
ping over to a neighbor’s house while her baby 
napped. When her husband accidentally heard 
about this, he complained, and rightly. She should 
have been home looking after the baby. A New 
England w ife told her husband he was working too 
hard and not devoting enough tiqie to their teen­ 
age daughters when they needed him a great deal. 
He saw her point and, though it meant a financial 
sacrifice, he curtailed his work. 


I t ’s W I s s s t t o R o m a in S ilo n t : 


1 . When no amount of complaining can help a 
situation. In New Jersey, a salesman built a chil­ 
dren’s playroom in his attic at his w ife’s insist­ 
ence, but later found the youngsters ignoring it. 
For weeks thereafter, he complained about the 


waste of time and money. One gripe would have 
made his point without inflaming his wife. 
2« When a habit or characteristic has been of 
long standing. 
If these have not been modified by time or cir­ 
cumstance, either adjust to them or ignore them. 
It ’s foolish to criticize a man for a devotion to 
comfortable but unattractive clothes, if that’s the 
way he has always been. Nor can a man hope to 
change a wife who always has been helpless with 
a budget or a mechanical gadget. 
3 . 
When a problem is involved about which 
little can be done without professional help. 
It ’s amazing how many wives and husbands 
lacerate one another over such weaknesses as al­ 
coholism, intense nervousness, and other illnesses 
or emotional problems. If these problems reach 
the point where they cannot be lived w ith, seek 
the help of a local family-service agency. Nagging 
is the worst possible approach. 
If you decide to talk up about an irritation, 
choose the right time. The best moment to speak 
your piece is when you are both rested, relaxed, 
and as even-tempered as possible. 
How would you start such a discussion? Beware 
of belligerence. Openings such as “ Now look here, 
dear!” w ill only increase resentment. The main 
objective is to avoid hurting your mate’s feelings 
while still making your point. If your mate had 
embarrassed you at a party, wouldn’t it be better 
to say: “ Would you mind terribly if I told you 
that I felt uncomfortable last n ig h t. ..? 
Lastly, I would caution you not to expect m ira­ 
cles. Faults, even though trivial, cannot be elim i­ 
nated overnight. Be patient. 
So forget what should be forgotten, air what 
ought to be aired, and never lose sight of this 
marriage-preserving fa ct: words can be weapons, 
and weapons can destroy. But, wisely chosen, they 
can help each of you understand the other and 
provide the opportunity for a closer marriage.

WO AND A HALF y ea rs a g o , 1 wa s a ppro a ching despera ­ 
tio n a fter eig ht y ea rs o f na rco tics a ddictio n. At 25, I 
ha d a husba nd (who a lso used hero in a nd so ld it a s well to 
suppo rt o ur ‘‘ha bit” ) plus three children a nd a depressing 
illness which a mo unted to g ra dua l suicide. 
1 had been thro u g h the dep ths o f liv in g —if y o u co u ld call bein g ho o ked 
“liv in g ’*—an d after a few weeks in jail I was o u t o n bail fig htin g an o ther 
arrest fo r addictio n . 
It is n o t easy to describe ho w a g irl can reach this v ery frig hten in g lev el, 
n o t kn o win g ho w to g o in an y o ther directio n . Bu t the ro ad to n arco tics 
was sho wn to me early . I was o n e o f six children an d g rew u p in San 
Pedro , Calif. When I was fo u r, my father was killed while attemp tin g a 
ho ldu p . My ho mebo dy mo ther’s seco n d hu sban d was a do p e addict. 
Thro u g h his in flu en ce I beg an smo kin g mariju an a when I was 12 o r 13 , 
ju st fo r kicks. 
By the time I was 17, I had g radu ated to hero in , which is a v ery ex ­ 
p en siv e—an d dan g ero u s—dru g , an d that y ear I married a lo n g sho reman 
who se habit matched min e. We bo u g ht a ho me an d settled do wn to what 
may hav e seemed, to the casu al o bserv er, a n o rmal life. Bu t within two 
y ears, I was to o sick to chre that we had lo st o u r ho u se, that I had bo rn e 
my seco n d child, that I was bein g watched by the au tho rities. 
We mo v ed o ften an d had co n stan t fin an cial difilcu ltiea, ev en tho u g h my 
hu sban d wo rked steadily . In a few y ears, there were three children to 
feed; bu t o u r crav in g fo r hero in was g ro win g harder to satisfy , an d we 
liv ed in a haze. 
Dru g addicts o ften steal becau se they can ’t keep a jo b. Their lazin ess 
stems fro m the fact that dru g s dep ress rather than stimu late the u ser. 
They also co n stip ate an d make o n e p ro n e to resp irato ry diseases an d 
jau n dice. I kn o w what an awfu l effect they had o n me, fo r I was 2 0 p o u n ds 
u n derweig ht. Du rin g mo st o f this time, I wasn ’t ru n n in g aro u n d mu ch; 
I was in my o wn ho me, raisin g my children . I g u ess a “sq u are” (o u r term 
fo r n o n addicts) who v isited me wo u ld hav e tho u g ht I was ju st a v ery 
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n eu ro tic ho u sewife, thin an d an tiso cial. Su ch a p erso n p ro bably wo u ld 
n o t hav e realized that 1 was o n dru g s. 
I tried mo re than o n ce to “kick the habit,” as g iv in g u p dru g s is called. 
In fact, after the third mo n th o f my first p reg n an cy , I sto p p ed u sin g the 
n eedle en tirely . 1 didn ’t wan t to g iv e the baby a p hy sical stig ma. Bu t I 
became ho o ked ag ain afterward. With my seco n d child, I also sto p p ed fo r 
a n u mber o f mo n ths, bu t du rin g my third p reg n an cy I co u ldn ’t tear my ­ 
self away fro m hero in u n til two weeks befo re the baby was bo rn . As an 
in fan t, little Fawn had to kick her o wn mild habit, p o o r thin ^f. 
The lo n g er y o u are o n dru g s, the harder it is to g iv e them u p . Fo r mo st 
p eo p le, they are slo w death. I’v e heard that the co n firmed addict do esn ’t 
liv e mu ch bey o n d 4 5 y ears. 
To best u n derstan d the p erp lex ed life o f a n arco tics u ser, y o u hav e to 
keep in min d that they liv e in their o wn u n real wo rld, settin g u p cu sto ms 
an d stan dards to su it their sickn ess. I co u ld lo v e my children , bu t dru g s 
blo cked real dep th o f feelin g . Narco tics n u mb the sen ses in man y way s. 
Yo u can ’t lo v e an o ther adu lt u n less y o u can lo v e y o u rself, an d an addict 
is try in g to destro y himself, so ho w can he hav e an ho n est relatio n ship 
with an y o n e? 
Q« ttkig Narco tics Mo u sy — at An y Co st 


Perhap s y o u n o w u n derstan d the p attern o f my life. I was barely ex ­ 
istin g , an d I was terribly afraid. Each day , I had to hav e fiv e o r mo re 
sho ts o f hero in , which co st an y where fro m $2 5 to $15 0. In termix ed with 
the fear an d the n arco tic-in du ced eu p ho ria were eatin g , sleep in g , ho u se­ 
keep in g , an d child care. I kn ew so me desp erate mo n ths when my hu sban d 
was in jail, when we had little mo n ey , when I had to sin k as lo w as a wo man 
can fo r my n ex t fix . 
Then came the last o f my man y arrests when fin ally I did so me jail time. 
By then , I was ready to seek a drastic so lu tio n to my dru g p ro blem. I had 
heard abo u t Sy n an o n Ho u se in San ta Mo n ica, (Dalif. Started in 19 5 7, it is 
a p lace where fo rmer addicts liv e an d wo rk to help each o ther retu rn to 
n o rmal liv es. 
When I g o t o u t o n bail in December, 19 60, 1 was accep ted at Sy n an o n 


with little mo re than the clo thes o n my back. I sp en t my first few weeks 
kickin g the habit ag ain —an d searchin g fo r the g immick (addicts alway s 
seem to be lo o kin g fo r u lterio r mo tiv es). Bu t I n ev er fo u n d i t No w, o f 
co u rse, it do esn ’t seem so stran g e that an y bo dy wo u ld wan t to help me 
witho u t so me strin g s attached. Bu t at that time, u n selfishn ess was seldo m 
a p art o f my life. 
I remember wan tin g to escaj;>e fro m Sy n an o n an d g o baclc to the tem­ 
p o rary co mfo rt o f n arco tic fo g . Fo r sev eral weeks, the p eo p le at the Ho u se 
stay ed with me, restrain in g me p hy sically when they had to . They to ld 
me I wo u ld g et o v er the lo n g in g fo r do p e; they talked to me in the lan g u ag e 
I kn ew. I cried an d I p leaded, bu t I co u ldn ’t resen t their co u n sel, fo r they 
had been thro u g h the same g hastly ex p erien ce. 
Ev en tu ally I co u ld admit my feelin g s an d my crav in g s, bo th in the 
g ro u p therap y held three times a week an d with tho se who “sto o d g u ard” 
o v er me in a sen se. Within a mo n th, I was o v er my an tiso cial u rg e to ru n , 
to destro y my self; I co u ld beg in to face reality o n a n ew lev el. Takin g 
the adv ice o f the p eo p le at Sy n an o n , I p laced my children in a fo ster ho me. 
I was ready to start afresh with n o o u tside p ressu res. 
Ev ery o n e who liv es here at Sy n an o n is clean —n o dru g s ev er, n o liq u o r, 
either. Nin ety p ercen t o f the p eo p le who stay 9 0 day s o r lo n g er are o ff 
dru g s fo r g o o d. Misfits all, fo rmer addicts learn to resp ect their o wn v alu e 
as in div idu als, lean in g o n o thers u n til they are stro n g en o u g h an d wise 
en o u g h to help n ewco mers the way they were help ed. 
Still o u t o n bail fo r my last arrest, 1 was ag ain rescu ed by Sy n an o n 
thro u g h an ex -addict atto rn ey who liv es at the Ho u se. He wen t to co u rt 
an d g ain ed my acq u ittal. That was a relief. Tho u g h 1 hadn ’t 
a cen t, 
Sy n an o n n ev er asked me fo r mo n ey . The Ho u se was strap p ed fo r fu n ds 
an d in litig atio n abo u t zo n in g , bu t so meho w co n tribu tio n s came in . 
Sy n an o n n ev er so licits them. 
Gradu ally I fo u n d a u sefu l life, startin g with ho u seclean in g an d main ­ 
ten an ce jo l» to earn my keep . We hav e n early 15 0 p eo p le with all kin ds o f 
backg ro u n ds, bu t they g et the same kin d o f help fo r a co mmo n p ro blem.

T w a s SUCH a thrill when my hus­ 
band and I saw our first World 
Series last year. You see, six of our 
sons have played professional baseball 
—and maybe a seventh will soon. 
Well, Vernon and I were sure the Dodgers 
would win the National League pennant, so we 
went to Ix)s Angeles, thinking our boy Cletis 
would be there soon with the New York Yankees. 
With us there were our youngest boy, Leonard, 
IB, and Wayne, our No. 2 boy, and his wife Lois. 
Of course, the Dodgers lost out to San Fran­ 
cisco—and who helped beat them but our own 
St. Louis Cardinals and our boy Kenton who plays 
third base! So we went up to San Francisco and, 
being small-town folks, we got to the ball park 
a good hour-and-a-half before the game. But 
there was a mix-up about our tickets, and, would 
you believe it, we didn’t get inside the park until 
the fifth inning. Even then we had to sit apart— 
and behind the Giants’ dugout, too! 
We weren’t upset about the mix-up, but we 
were concerned that Cletis might worry about 
us when he didn’t see us in the seats he had 
saved for us. But we got straightened out and 
in the sixth inning of a tight game Cletis, also 
a third baseman, came to bat, and right among 
all those Giant fans we screamed and yelled for 
a hit. Well, Cletis hit one all right. 
Wayne yelled: “1 don’t think it’s going out.” 
But Dad said: “Oh, yes it is. It’s going to clear 
the fence!” Dad has heard so many smashes by 
our boys that he can tell these things. Sure 
enough, it was a home run, and the Yankees 
went on to win, 6-2. 
At a time like that you can’t help remembering 
how it all started. Back in the '30s we had a farm 
near Alba, Mo., a town of about 300, and the boys 
had to help out with chores before they could 
play baseball. During the Depression they had 
to get part-time jobs, too. We had six girls and 
seven boys, so they had to bring most of their 
money home. 
But they had lots of fun, too. We were darn 
lucky to be living right across the road from a 
big cornfield. Vernon and the older boys laid out 
a baseball diamond there. If our kids weren’t in 


the house, we knew where we could find them— 
playing ball across the road. 
We hardly ever had extra money around, but 
Vernon managed to keep the kids in gloves and 
bats. The gloves only cost about 50 cents apiece, 
but they were like gold to the kids. Vernon was 
plumb tired when he came home from work, but 
he’d find time to practice with the boys. He gave 
them plenty of work on grounders and fly balls. 
The boys always seemed to get along well. I’ve 
just been finding out about some of the pranks 
they pulled. Once Cloyd, our eldest, and Wayne 
saved up to buy a bike which, in those days, 
meant more than a car does to spoiled kids today. 
Well, Ken couldn’t resist snitching a ride on that 
bike. When Cloyd and Wayne caught him, they 
really shook him up. 
I also just learned how the younger boys 
learned to swim: the older ones would take them 
to the swimming hole, a deep old mine shaft, and 
toss them in. Oh, if I had known! 
As they grew up, the Boyers played on the Alba 
Aces. They used to have games with the Baxter 
Springs (Okla.) team which had pretty uniforms 
because they were sponsored by a mine company.

Runt Marr used to scout for the Cards, and he 
signed our first four boys. The Cardinals could 
have had Cletis, too, but he got a nice bonus from 
Kansas City, then a Yankee farm team, and defi­ 
nitely isn’t sorry he’s with the World Champs.

Paint Yourself

ook w h ere you will, the pursuit 
J of painting by just plain folks is 
busting out all over. 
In W are, Maas., Mrs. Elizabeth Lincoln, mother 
of six, stands before the easel in her kitchen. She 
can still hear the tumult of departing pre-teeners 
and see the breakfast dishes piled in her sink, 
but her face is radiant. She is painting her 100th 
amateur landscape. 
A fragile wisp of a lady mails off a package to 
an art correspondence school. “ Please hurry and 
send me your criticism of this painting,” she says. 
“ I'm anxious to finish your course, but I ’m 94 
years old and haven’t much time.” 
A scrubwoman in Chicago limps stiffly through 
the doorway of an office building, homeward bound 
after a night of emptying wastebaskets and 
scrubbing floors. She writes to her art teacher: 
“ Some might think that life hasn't been kind to 
me, but I don’t complain. When I get home to 
my paints, I live in a world of beauty.” 
A recent Gallup poll estimates that amateur 
painters in the U .S. now number 10 m illion— one 
in every fifth fam ily. The group includes Dinah 
Shore, Charlton Heston, Henry Fonda, and John 
Steinbeck, as well as a host of Americans not 
known outside their neighborhood. 
Countless exhibits and competitions pop up 
everywhere from shopping centers to stately 
museums, and none lacks for exhibitors. 
A rt instruction is booming, too. Museums are 
conducting classes for housewives, senior citizens, 
and young Norman Rockwells. Two dozen univer­ 


sities are building modern studio palaces for 
their bulging fine-arts classes. And a handful of 
excellent correspondence schools have proved that 
painting-by-mail can be almost everybody’s cup 
of tea. The largest of them already has shep­ 
herded 150,000 through its three-year course. 
Even preschool moppets are painting— with 
fingers, with pipe cleaners, and with old felt hats. 
One class dunks Yo-Yos in paint buckets, spins 
away, and exhibits the results as “ Young Amer­ 
ican Modern.” Most popular with small fry, how­ 
ever, are soda straws and tempera. Predictably, 
their art work is unique— and messy. 
The urge to paint seems to arouse man’s com­ 
munity instinct In Philadelphia, a club of bank 
employees recently traded exhibits with their op­ 
posite numbers in Tokyo. American church dea­ 
cons traded with English vestrymen. Chemists 
and physicians have their own clubs, as do archi­ 
tects and musicians, lawyers and engineers. 
In New England, 30 or so water-colorists queue 
up in their cars behind art teacher Edgar W hit­ 
ney each summer while he roams the countryside 
in a station wagon jammed with paintboxes and 
camp8tools. By day, they hurry along back roads 
trying to get the sun exactly right on the Great 
Stone Face or to catch the flood tide at Passama- 
quoddy Bay. B y night, they collapse at the nearest 
motel and recoup their zest for the morrow. 
Not only does the public want to paint, but a 
huge and hungry segment of it wants to gaze at 
paintings. Museums everywhere are reporting 
greatly increased attendance. 
Where w ill it all stop? Nobody knows, “ Every­ 


one has something to say,” declares a noted 
illustrator. “ Everyone has a talent, and it can 
only come out through some means of expres­ 
sion. Painting is a means that comes easily to 
most persons.” 
Every walk of life is well represented among 
the art hobbyist—priests, tycoons, 
cowboys, 
teachers, soldiers, and stenographers who have 
taken up painting and become better for it. Files 
of art schools bulge w ith their letters. 
A 


s e a m s tr e s s entered two paintings in her 
town’s art show and won first and second 
prizes. She says, “ I ’ve been pointed out and con­ 
gratulated. It ’s nice to be a celebrity.” 
A fireman in a steel m ill wrote: “ I was just a 
little guy in a big m ill. Drawing got me known. 
One day, they took me off the furnace and put me 
behind a desk. My life has sure changed for the 
better, but best of all, I've got a lot more con­ 
fidence and faith in m yself.” 
A 20-year-old convict, who paints exquisite 
hummingbirds, says, “ A ll my life, I never had any 
interest in anything. Nothing got to me. Bu t the 
warden put me in this prison sign shop where I ’m 
working. That’s how I discovered art. When I 
get out, maybe I can earn a living at it.” 
An 80-year-old woman lived alone in a hotel 
room. A ll her relatives and friends had died. She 
began to paint the scenes she saw through her 
window, then scenes she remembered from her 
girlhood. She w rote: “ Now I have visitors at all 
hours— bellboys, maids, even guests. They all 
want to see my latest Suddenly, I ’m important.” 
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For 10 million Americans, amateur 


painting takes the 


drabness out of life—and 


sometimes adds a lovely 


greenness to their pocketbooks, too!

Suddenly, I'm important. “ This is the secret 
of what painting does for people,” a psychologist 
says. “ You begin in fear and trembling, painting 
like a mouse. Suddenly, you're important, and you 
paint like a tiger.” 
Many students, especially the younger ones, 
want a better job and a home on the right side of 
the tracks. Horatio Alger might have plotted 
their exciting stories. 
John Buskette was a pipe fitter with a habit of 
sketching everything he saw. His obsession, and 
training, led him to a fine job in an art studio. 
Roger Gould was a milkman in Portland, Maine, 
but the glory of a spring sunrise persuaded him 
to buy a box of paints. This eventually led to his 
own agency, called the Drawing Board. 
Miss Gail Chin, stitcher in a Boston garment 
loft, learned to draw pretty figures and got a job 
as a fashion artist Tak Murakami was a 17-year- 
old Illinois farm boy who worked from sunup 
until 9 p.m. Like Lincoln, he discovered his career 
between the covers of books he read each night. 
At 18, he sold his first drawing. At 19, with a 
roll of samples and an extra shirt, he invaded 
Chicago and became an art-studio apprentice. His 
work appears today in national magazines. 
Once in the bloodstream, oil and pigment act 
powerfully and sometimes unpredictably. Four 
years ago, Sam Dillon was a $10,000-a-year school 
administrator in Woodsfield, Ohio. Then he 
answered an art-school ad; it seemed like an in­ 
nocent diversion. For three years, instructors said 
of his work: “ Cold, weak composition, muddy 
figures, heavy-handed.” He painted on, getting 


madder and madder at himself. Suddenly, he 
decided to devote full time to painting, to lick it, 
and to make a career in it He resigned his job 
and hung out a sign. 
Today, Sam Dillon portraits hang all over Ohio. 
Service clubs clamor for his lectures. “ I work 
harder than before, but my health is better,” he 
says. “ And best of all, I ’m now my own man.” 
Retired people often snort: “ Me paint? I ’ve got 
no talent.” For them there’s the example of a 
great-grandmother, Mrs. Alice Hitchlach. She be­ 
gan to paint in her 75th year, completely unaware 
of the reservoir of talent within her. Three years 
later, to satisfy the curiosity of her neighbors, 
she moved all her paintings onto her front lawn 
for a one-day show. A passer-by asked, “ How 
much for that one?” She replied, “ Oh, I guess 
$35.” It was a deal.

ord o f h e r p ic t u r e s spread. Not primitives, 
not blobs for people, but solid, American- 
style landscapes. Tourists began to stop at her 
little house in Milan, Ind. Strangers sent her 
photos and drawings. Some visitors even bought 
her wet canvases right off her easel. Now 84, she 
has sold more than 1,000 originals. 
Although most amateurs don’t paint for mon­ 
ey, an astounding number of them find their 
easels turning into money trees. In upstate New 
York, a homemaker took her sketch pad to the 
laundromat. The 25-minute washing cycle was 
just right for sketching some of the other wom­ 
en. “ It ’s good practice,” she reports, “ and you’d 
be amazed how many of the pictures I sell.” 


Another amateur wanted to try his hand at 
painting murals. He got permission to decorate 
the playrooms of some new houses in a real-estate 
development. When the homes with murals sold 
quickly, the builder recognized a good thing. 
Now that “ amateur” paints a mural in every 
house— for pay. 
Possibly the most improbable art transaction 
in history took place recently in Ohio. Mrs. 
Joanna Lee Hiehl, a housewife, kept on painting 
through her pregnancy. Her obstetrician watched 
her work during his house visits, liked what he 
saw, and said he wished he could afford such 
beautiful paintings for his office. Mrs. Hiehl 
made a deal: she would trade two beautiful oils 
for one beautiful baby, delivered in good order. 
Both parties report complete satisfaction with 
the exchange. 
To the part-time painter, it’s not the quality 
of the picture but the painting of it that is all- 
important. In his re-creation of a remembered 
experience or in his communication of an idea, 
he has achieved something quite apart from 
artistic merit. 
Longfellow said, “ A rt is power.” How true! 
It causes a nun, who is allowed only two phone 
calls a year, to use them to telephone her art 
instructor to talk about her paintings. 
Or a widow, dying of cancer, to write: “ W ith­ 
out painting, I could not endure the waiting.” 
A rt heals the mind and deadens pain and 
banishes loneliness; but more than that, it gives 
to the artist the precious feeling that, for a lit­ 
tle while at least, he is a person 10 feet tall.
